100,000,” said Dr. Koesters last night. 
“It is the center of my mission dis 
trict and was a great bone of conten- 
tion between the two Chinese parties. 
One day the rebels were about to at- 
tack the city. The mandarin had fled 
to me for protection under the foreign 
flag because, “Stcording to. an old 
Chinese superstition, when such an of- 
ficial is taken it means that the towns- 
people will be butchered. 

“I persuaded the rebels not to sack 
the town and was waiting to ratify the 
agreement when we heard firing on 
the other side of the city. An im- 
perial army had come up and taken 
some of the outworks. About 400 
persons were killed. The people were 
so mixed in their politics that both 
armiesx were after them. With my 
missionary brethren I hurried over 
te the other army and succeeded in 
inducing them to spare the city. Both 
forces then drew off. The people were 
so profoundly impressed that they all 
agreed to let the emissary of s0 
powerful and so peaceful a God as 
mine give them instruction. I ex- 

that soon they all will be re 
ceived into the Catholic faith.” 

Dr. Koesters is a German, a big 
man towering inches over six feet, 
with the shock of hair and fiery red 
beard of the old Visiboths. He was 
educated in Germany, became pro- 
fessor of divinity at the University of 
Vienna, was later made military chap- 
lain of the German fleet in the far 
Bast, and at his own request was 
given a missionary territory of 7000 
equare miles in China, where 1,000,000 
persons were still paying devotions to 
Buddhism, Shintoism and Confycian- 
ism. He telle of his expe ces 
modestly, but with the enthusiasm of 
the zealot. 

“China was never so ripe for con- 
version as now,” he told his audience 
last night at St. Joseph's Church 
“The revolution has been like the 
Renaissance, a sreat intellectual 
awakening. Republican .Chira is 
anxious to hear about everything 
foreign. Im the last 50 years the 
Catholic Chinese have grown from 
180.000 to more than 2,000,000 

“We are enjoying some advantage 
over the Protestants who are trying 
to convert the Chinese. Our mis 
sionaries work without hire: our 
teachings are unified; we do not 
wrangle over the words of Christ as 
the Protestants do among themselves; 
and the admirable organization of our 
Church appeals to the Chinese in 
whom there is an innate appreciation 
of order and authority.” 

As a commentary on living condi- 
tions in China, Dr. Koesters says that 
$200 a year will maintain a missionary 
or High Schéol teacher, while a 
Chinese missionary or teacher can live 
on $150. A church in the country to 
geat 600 persons can be built. for 
$2500 and to seat 1000 for $2500. The 
cost m cities is higher. 

Dr. Koesters arrived at San Fran- 
cisco a week ago, and came to Los 
Angeles Saturday. He spoke yesterday 
at St. Mary's, St. Joseph's, Holy 
Crogs and St. Joseph's churches. Tues- 
day and Wednesday be will deliver 
addresses at st.

The 
total exports of ginger from the port

The root ts exported from China in 
material amounts in no other form 
than as preserved or candied root, 
known respectively, as “In syrup” or 
“dry ginger.” The preserved form 
includes net only ginger iteelf, which 
has been peeled, boiled, and preserved 
in sugar syrup exactly as fruit is pre- 
served in the average household in 
the United States, but also mixed 
preserves of ginger, kumquats (tiny 
oranges,) melon rind, and the itke, 
which are prepared in substantially 
the same manner ordinary fruit pre- 
serves are prepared 
States. “Dry” or candied ginger is 
merely the root, which resembles a 
somewhat gnarted sweet po- 
tato in appearance, prepared by be- 
ing peeled and preserved in strong 
syrup and then dried in the sun. Of 
the goods exported from Hongkong, 
both in syrup and as dry ginger, two 
general grades are known in the 
trade—*‘stem” ginger and “cargo” 
ginger. The former grade is young 
and tender root, free from fibers, and 
which is not so “hot;” the 
grade is the ordinary run of ginger. 
the older, tougher roots, stringy ir 
quality, hot In flavor, and otherwise 
not of the better grade. 

The ginger in syrup is packed in 
jars made by the Chinese especially 
for the purpose, in sizes which von- 
tain one to five pounds when packed 
commercially, though ginger is some- 
times packed in larger fancy jars for 
use as gifte among the Chinese. the 
usual form having given the name of 
“ginger jar” to a covered vase-like 
jar well known to collectors of Chi- 
nese porcelain. The jars packed com- 
mercially are generaliy shipped in 
cases of six five-pound jars, twelve 
two-pound jars, or twenty-four one- 
pound jars. Considerable quantities 
of ginger In syrup are now being 
shipped tn tins. The dry or candied 
“stem” or high-grade ginger, is gen- 
erally packed without tinning in close 
cases containing a half picul or 66 2-3 
pounds. The export trade in Hong- 
kong generally recognizes three 
brands of both the stem and the car-

EDUCATION IN THE ISLANDS 
MAKING GREAT ADVANCE. 


Industrial Training Under Ameri- | 


can Teachers Is Directed to the 
Preparation of Boys and Girls for 
the Life They Are to Live—Native- 
Made Embroidery in Demand. 


(Washington Star:] Under the 
leadership of American educators 
Philippine education is making 
markable advance, and, according to 
recent reports received at the Unit- 


in the Philippines that are well 
worth the careful attention of school 
leaders in the United States. 

It is in the field of industrial train- 
ing and useful arts that the Filipin - 
os. under American teachera, are 
making the most notable progress; 
such progress, in fact, that in cer- 
tain lines—particularly lave muking 
and embroidery—the products of the 
Philippine schools not only compare 
favorably with the work of the fa- 
mous French and Swiss experts, but 
promise to compete with them suc- 
cesefully in the world’s markets. 

The whole aystem of education in 
the Philippines is based on the porin- 
ciple that the children should reve've 
training that will prepare them di- 
rectly for the life they are to live. 
The boys receive manual training 
from the very beginning. In the lvw- 
est grades they make articles that 
they can se and sell. both in their 
own localities and elsewhere. The 
most important industry taugh: the 
boys is hat it is a pre- 
scribed exercise the 
schools. 

“The Bureau of Education at Ma- 
nila considers it ome of ite legitimate 
functions to give such training in the 
making of good hats as will afforc 
a large number of children a perma- 
nent means of earning a Mvelihood,” 
wrote Frank R. White. director of 
Philippine education, In 1910, after 
the courses had been introduced, an: 
the development of the work has 
more than justified his claim. Chief 
among the products are the famous 
“buntal’ hate. made from ths 
stem of the opened buri leaf. : 

The echools do not attempt to re- 
place hand machinery with moder 
apparatus, for it ts recognized that 
there is a real demand for the pro4- 
vets of careful hand-workmaneship. 
Besides the prescribed courses in the 
primary schools, there are -segular 
trade schoola, where the boys epend 
the greater part of the school day in 
actual manual labor In the shops. A 
set of dining-room furniture in red 
narra, made at the Philippine Schow!

REV. EDWARD

Rev. Edward Campbell, D. D., pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
preached there yesterday on “The 
Great Discovery.”

“In it there is contained the beauty 
and romance of poetry, the stateli- 
ness of eloquence and a sublime at- 
tractiveness of biography that has the 
touch of the persone(ity of the Man 
who spoke as never man spoke. In 
the expression ‘when he came to him- 
self there is given to us the thought 
of a great discovery which dawned up- 
on the vision of this young man who 
had left the fireside of home charmed 
and intoxicated by the scenes which 
his fancy had pictured out in a far 
country away from the restraint and 
em barrassments t came to him in 
the confines of his own home. This 
young man needed to consider the 
significance of his real self. The meas- 
ure of the man is not found tn what 
he has done nor failed to do, but 
it is found in the prophecy of his be- 


ing. 

“To succeed or fail in the undertak- 
ing of a thing is incidental, but to 
lose that prophecy of a man’s being 
is the tragedy of hia life. When we 
consider thoughtfuliy the great army 
of men, designated tramps, those who 
wander through the highways, walk- 
ing railroad ties, sleeping in box cars, 
stopping wherever night finds them, 
we are sorry for these men not be- 
cause they are sometimes hungry and 
homeless, not merely because they are 
poor and contribute nothing to com- 
mercial welfare, but our sympathy 
goes out to them because each one 
has lost out of his life that sublime 
something which leads him on to high 
and noble purpose. It is a sad thing 
to look upon eyes that are visionless 
turned towards the face of the sun, 
but it is far more sad to see a man 
in whom this divine element has died 
out that urges one on to a worthy 
purpose and inspires him to carry it 
out. The real and greatest discov- 
ery that a man can make is to find 
in his own being a burning desire to 
act nobly, think highly, and live an 
unselfish life.”

JESUS 18 WILLING TO CARE FOR Us,

“The hen and _ chickens” or 
“scratch for a living.” was the theme 
of the sermon delivered last night 
by Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher at the 
Temple Baptist Church. He  re- 
lated how on the occasion of his 
text Jesus approached Jesusalem from 
Mt. Olivet, and as the city came Into 
view He wept over it, saying: 

“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which 
kiliest the prophets and stonest them 
that are sent unto thee. How often 
would I have gathered the children 
together as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wing, and ye 
would not.” 

“In this simple illustration of the 
hen and her chickens,” said Dr 
Brougher, “Jesus gives to the world 
a revelation of the heart of God in 
his attitude toward a sinning’ world. 
The hen is just a plain, ordinary fowl. 
Most preachers would not have 
thought her dignified enough to go 
into the pulpit, but Jesus uses her and 
her chickens for the expression of a 
tremendous truth. 

“The hen provides for her chickens, 
and teaches them early in life how 
to provide for themselves. The rea- 
son that society and the world are so 
full of failures is because people are 
not wise enough to learn this simple 
lesson from the hen. If they would 
find for themselves and thoge de- 
pendent upon them anything worth 
while, they must scratch for it. There 
is nothing of value to be gained in 
this world without work. Work was 
never intended to be a curse, but 
rather a biessing. The most dis 
contented, unhappy people the 
world are those who try to live with- 
out work. 

“The hen furnishes shelter for her 
chickens. Jesus sald that he would 
have been glad to be to Jerusalem 
what the hen was to her chickens. He 
fe desirous today of furnishing pro- 
tection to men and women against 
the storms of sin and sorrow and suf- 
fering. It is Jesus Christ alone who 
can give us shelter from an accusing 
conscience and the wrath of judg- 
ment. 

“If men and women will repent of 
their sins and turn to Him. He will 
give to them the loving care and 
thoughtful ministry that will make 
it possible for them to resist sin and 
temptation and beconmie strong in 
character.

“Thies question thus marked the 
climax of opposition to the gospel. 
Having answered every skeptical 
question of unbelievers, until ‘no man 
durst ask Him any more,’ the Master 
Himself propounds the fundamental 
test question for all time, "What 
think ye of Christ?

Here is the touchstone of Christianity. 
All those who can anewer this as did 
the Savior and His disciples ought to 
unite their forces in organized opposi- 
tion to every enemy of the Christ. 
The very gates of hell will fall be- 
fore the united church founded upon 
that basic rock of faith. 

“And so thie question discloses the 
faith as at once definite and broadly 
inclusive. The second gospel adds to 
it this curious comment: ‘And the 
common people heard Him gladly.’ 
The insufficiency of the Pharisces’ 
idea of the Messiah as the son of 
David—that is merely a duplicate of 
the Jewish hero k as shown by 
our Lord. The Messianic kingdom 
of grace holds an ideal supremely 
higher than worldly splendor and 
conquest.

“What think ye of Christ?’ is the 
question insistently asked of all men 
in thie day. Do you not hear it, my 
brother? You are answering as did 
the multitudes in Jewry of old, either 
by secret plottings and combinations 
to assassinate the king of love, and
